Madrid, Not. 18.—Owing to the in­ 
disposition of Senor Motet, minister for 
the colonies, the meeting of the Spanish 
cabinet, which had been called for the 
discussion of Cuban autonomy last even­ 
ing, was postponed. 
The 
principal 
basis of the scheme to be considered 
when the cabinet meets are the enjoy­ 
ment of all the rights accorded by the 
Spanish constitution without any cur­ 
tailment whatever; the identity of po­ 
litical and civil rights for Spaniards 
and Cubans, without distinction of race 
or color, and the creation of a Cuban 
chamber, all the members of which are 
to be elected by popular vote. A Cuban 
senate is to be created later on. 
The chamber is to lie empowered to 
vote the budget of expenditure, make 
laws controlling public services, estab­ 
lish custom* aud tariffs and d«*cide the 
relative responsibility of the executive 
officers. 
The ti of her land will have exclusive 
control of international affairs, military 
and naval matters aud of the organiza­ 
tion of th** tribunals. 
Spain also re­ 
tains the direction of the political and 
civil laws of a national character aud 
retains control of the expenditures of 
the same character. 
The executive power will be vested in 
a governor general with deputies ap­ 
pointed by himself. 
Both the governor 
general and his deputies will be resqtoo- 
sible to the Caban chambers

He Con Locate the Assassin and Pro­ 
duce Proof of His Guilt—The C rime 
Caused a Sensation—The K etcham Sen­ 


sation and Other Crimes. 


L ittle Rock, N ov. 18.—The memory 
of the most famous crime ever com­ 
mitted in Arkansas—the assassination 
of Hon. John M. Clayton—has been re­ 
vived by the receipt of a letter by Gov­ 
ernor Jones, written from Pitts, Ga., 
by a perron signing the name Luther 
Akin*. The writer of the letter recalls 
the crime, inquires about rewards aud 
states that he can locate the murderer 
and produce proof of guilt. 
The murder of John M. Clayton will 
be remembered by politicians and public 
men all over the country, 
Clayton wa* 
a brother of Hon. Powell Clayton, the 
present United States minister to Mex­ 
ico. 
He was the Republican candidate 
for ©engross iii 1889, his opponent being 
Hon. Clifton R. Breckinridge, late am­ 
bassador to Russia. 
The canvas was a 
spirited one aud the contest was bitter. 
Breckinridge was declared elected and 
Clayton filed a contest. 
While this contest was in progress 
Mr. Clayton went to Plummerville to 
look after his interests. 
While in his 
room one night just oefore preparing to 
retire an assassin crept up in th** dark 
aud fired a load of buckshot through 
the window of his 
porn inflicting 
wounds from which he died. The mur­ 
der created a sensation all over the 
United States. 
Detectives were em­ 
ployed aud worked diligently on the 
case and many persons were suspected 
of the crime frat the murderer went un­ 
punished. 
Several time* since then the 
memory of the crime lias been revived 
by the discovery of some new cine but 
the assassination had almost been for­ 
gotten when the letter from Akins once 
more brougnt the terrible affair into 
public notice. 
The legislature once of­ 
fered a reward of #5,000 few conviction 
of the murderer and the reward is prob­ 
ably yet in force.

The L ittle Seed s A re N ot So D an gerou s ae 
H as B e en C laim ed . 
Things have been said about tire bane­ 
ful and delicious juice of the grape ever 
siucc the olden tim e when Noah foun£ 
out about it aud came thereby to grief, 
but oven bcforo th at mon ate grapes, 
aud only w ithin the last decade have 
they been tulked to about that. 
It is 
only since surgeons began to make 
money hunting for grape seeds in tho 
vermiform appendix that people havo 
been afraid to eat grapes and to eat 
them straight. 
I t now appears that in all tho thou­ 
sands of cases famous, and possibly in 
some cases infamous, in which this new 
fashioned surgical operation bas bern 
performed 
there is not one case in 
which a grape seed or any other little 
bullet shaped thing has been found ii 
the vermiform appendix. Tho whole in­ 
terior of the appendix is only big enough 
to adm it a medium sized darning rn cole. 
Nobody knows w hat it is thew for but 
it m ust have been useful at some 'rime. 
It is a case cf tho survival of tho unfit, 
like the wisdom teeth, which m e of so 
little use to most people, and the ton­ 
sils, which cause so much trouble now 
aud then. 
The tonsils and the appendix nre 
both unused pa;ts of the body and pe­ 
culiarly liable to disease because they 
are not strengthened by lire. 
If inflam 
rnaticu attacks them, they ore unable to 
resist 
Thus many discases which have 
been ascribed to peritonitis or colic or 
a mysterious providence of some kind 
havo been due to the discased condition 
of this little useless organ of the human 
system, and if the trouble had been dis­ 
covered in time the appendix could have 
been removed, aud ull would huve been 
well. 
The remedy, ,bcrefore, is not in avoid 
ing grape seeds, which do not cause the 
trouble, but in keeping as well aud as 
strong as possible, and in ease of sud­ 
den illness calling a i t liable doctor, 
who w ill knew w hat the m utter is. 
Somebody once said that most people 
use a doctor to enable them to sin 
against the laws of nature w ith impu 
uity. 
But that is a bad use for bim.-*

I t now appears th a t in all the th o u ­ 
sands of cases fam ous, and possibly in 
some cases infam ous, in w hich th is new 
fashioned surgical operation has bei n 
perform ed 
there 
is not one capo in 
w hich a grape seed or any other litt)« 
b u llet shaped th in g has been found ii 
the verm iform appendix. The w hole in ­ 
terior of the appendix is only big enough 
to ad m it a m ed iu m sized darnin g net ole. 
N obody know s w h a t it is then* for but 
it m u st have been useful at some rime. 
It is a case of tho survival of tho unfit, 
like th e w isdom teeth, w hich m e of so 
little use to m ost people, and the ton ­ 
sils, w hich cause so m uch trouble now 
aud then. 
T h e 
tonsils 
aud the appendix are 
both unused p aris of tho body and i*e- 
culiarly liable to disease because liny 
are not strengthened by uf.e. 
If inflnm 
alatio n attacks them , they are unable to 
resist. 
Thus m a n y diseases w h ich have 
been ascribed to peritonitis or colic or 
a m ysterious providence of some kind 
have bern due to the diseased condition 
of this little useless organ of th e h u m an 
system, and if th e trouble had been dis­ 
covered iii tim e tho appendix could have 
been rem oved, a nd all w ould have l i en 
well. 
T h e rem edy, therefore, is not in avoid 
in g grape weds, w hich do not cause the 
trouble, bu t in keeping as w ell and as 
stron g as possible, and in easel of sud­ 
den illness ca llin g a reliable doctor, 
w ho w ill know w h a t the m a tte r is.

L it t l e R o c k , Nov. 18.— The memory 
of the most famous crime ever com­ 
mitted in Arkansas—the assassination 
of Hon. John M. Clayton—h a s been re­ 
vived by the receipt of a letter by Gov­ 
ernor Jones, written from Pitts, Ga., 
by a person signing the name Luther 
Akins. 
The writer of the letter recalls 
the crime, inquires about rewards and 
states that he can locate the murderer 
and produce proof of guilt. 
The murder of John M. Clayton will 
be remembered by politicians and public 
men all over the country, 
Clayton was 
a brother of Hon. Powell Clayton, the 
present United States minister to Mex­ 
ico. 
He was the Republican candidate 
for congress iii 1889, his opponent being 
Hon. Clifton R. Breckinridge, late am­ 
bassador to Russia. 
The canvas was a 
spirited one and the contest was bitter. 
Breckinridge was declared elected aud 
Clayton filed a contest. 
While this contest was in progress 
Mr. Clayton went to Sum m erville to 
look after his interests. 
While in his 
room one night just before preparing to 
retire an assassin crept up in the dark 
aud fired a load of buckshot through 
tho window of his 
room inflicting 
wounds from which he died. The m ur­ 
der created a sensation all over the 
United States. 
Detectives were em­ 
ployed and worked diligently on the 
case and many persons were *-uspeeted 
of the crime but the murderer went un­ 
punished. 
Several times si nee theu the 
memory of the crime has I**on revived 
by the discovery of some new clue but 
the assassination had almost l**eu for­ 
gotten when the letter from Akins once 
more brougnt the terrible affair into 
public notiro. 
The legislature once of­ 
fered a reward of #5,000 for conviction 
of the murderer and the reward is prob­ 
ably yet iu force.

Com p elt th e Chine** to K vaeuate Fort* 
at K iao-C liau. 
London, N ov. 18.—A special dispatch 
from Shanghai says that comm ander of 
the Germ an cruiser division. Admiral 
Von D ieterich , landed troops at Kiao- 
Chaa on Monday m orning, N ev, HL 
The three forts were held by 1,500 
Chinese and their guns com m anded the 
fle e t 
Admiral You Died* rich placed 
his four cruisers im m ediately opposite, 
ready to fire, and sent an ultim atum 
ordering the evacuation of tho forts 
w ithin three hours. 
Six hundred Gor­ 
man troops and six gnus were then 
landed and began to march forward. 
Th© Chinese hesitated for a few m om ­ 
ents aud then the w hole 
bolted, 
belter skelter, across the hills behind 
the forts. 
The Germ ans quietly entered the forti­ 
fications, hauled down the Chines© flag 
aud hoisted the German standard,w hich 
tile warships sainted im m ediately. 
The 
Chinese general, w ho had his fam ily 
w ith him , did not flee, but claim ed 
German protection. 
The forts are now held by the G er­ 
mans, w ho, it is believed at Shanghai, 
intend to rem ain perm anently. 
In official C hinese circles Germ any is 
considered to have com m itted an act of 
war, but it is regarded as improbable 
that Chilla, on account of her w eakness, 
Will take action upou it as such. 
American and British warships have 
been ordered to Kiao-Chau to w atch de­ 
velopm ents. 
The greatest interest is 
felt as to the result of G erm any’s action, 
lieeause the regiou is im m ensely rich in 
m inerals and tho harbor the best along 
the coast.
